« 2 New Heaven and a New Earth; for 

« the former Heaven and the former Earth 
te were paſſed away, And I ſaw the Holy 


1 City, New Jeruſalem, coming down from 


« God out of Heaven, prepared as a Bride 
« adorned for her Huſband.” By theſe Words 
is not meant that the viſible Heavens and ha- 
bitable Earth ſhall be diſſolved, and a New 
Heaven and New Earth created, and that the 
Holy City Jeruſalem will deſcend upon the 
New Earth, according 'to the literal Con- 
ſtruction; but by the New Heaven and the 
New Earth is meant a New Church both in 
Heaven and on Earth; and by the New Je- 
ruſalem deſcending from God out of Heaven, 
is ſignified the heavenly Doctrine of that. 
Church, revealed by the Lord himſelf. This 
likewiſe is what is ſignified by the Second 
Coming of the Lord, which conſiſteth, not 
in a perfonal Appearance upon the Earth, 
but in the Revelation of the internal or ſpi- 
ritual Senſe of the Holy Word, whereby the 
human Mind is now capable of ſeeing and 
underſtanding the ſpiritual Truths therein 
contained in a rational Manner. 
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The Doctrines contained in the following 
FoRM of PRAYER are the Doctrines of the 


New Church, being taken from the Theo- 
logical Writings of the Hon. EMAanuEr 


SWEDENBORG, and when impartially and 
attentively examined, will be found in Agree- 
ment with the genuine Truth of the Holy 
Scripture or Word of God. It is not, how- 
ever, expected that this Form of Prayer 
ſhould be confidered as perfect or complete, 
much leſs is it intended as the only one pro- 
per for the New Church, it being only 
adapted to the preſent Infant State of that 
Church, and deſigned to aſſiſt thoſe who are 
defirous of worſhipping the Lord Jeſus Chriſt 
as the Only God of Heaven and Earth. 
There will, no Doubt, be a Variety of Forms 
of Worſhip in the New Church, according 
to the different States and Complexions of 
Mankind ; and this Variety, fo far from be- 


ing any Evil, will rather tend to the Har- 


mony and Perfection of the whole. But 
then in all theſe Differences the two Eſſen- 
tials and Univerſals of the New Church muſt 
ever prevail, which are, I. That God is One 
both in Eſſence and in Perſon, in whom 
is a Divine Trinity, conſiſting of Father, 
Son, and Holy Spirit, and that the Lord and 
Saviqur Jeſus Chriſt is that God. II. That 
in Order to Salvation, Man muſt live a Life 
according to the Ten Commandments, by 
I ſhunning 
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fhunning Evils as Sins againſt God. Theſe 
two Eflentials and Univerſals of Doctrine 
enter into every Particular of the New 
Church, as the very Life and Soul thereof. 


So that the various Modes of worſhipping 


the Lord in this or that Society, whilſt in- 
fluenced and governed by thefe leading 
Truths, will have no other Effect than for 
the better: For thus Unity will be produced 
from Variety, and out of many Societies the 


Lord will form one Church. | 
The Doctrines of the Old Church by no 


Means agree with the Heavenly Doctrines of 


the New Church, as is evident from a Com- 
pariſon of the two Eſſentials of each. The 
two Eſſentials of the Old Church are as fol- 
low: I. That there are Three Perſons in the 
Godhead, or in other Words, that there are 
Three Gods. II. That Man is ſaved by 
Juſtification by Faith alone.“ And wels 
Effentials or Univerſals of Doctrine likewiſe 
enter into every Particular of the Old Church, 
as the very Life and Soul thereof, every Idea, 
both in Doctrine and in Worſhip, being con- 

ſtantly influenced thereby. _ 
It is for this Reaſon, and on this Ground, 
that the Members of the New Jeruſalem,

the Only God of Heaven and Earth; and yet 
there is no other God but Him, for He and 
the Father are One, yea One Perſon, alto- 
gether like Soul and Body in Man. Let it 
not therefore be accounted a Matter of ſmall 
Importance, whether we worſhip God in 
Three Perſons, or in One Perſon: It is of 
infinite Moment that we conceive a true Idea. 
of the Object of Worthip, ſeeing that all 
Conjunction with God is effected by a good 
Life according to the Idea of him in the 
Mind or Underſtanding. .. 3 
Buy the Old Church is meant the preſent 
Chriſtian Church, (ſo called, ) as exiſting both 
among Roman Catholics and Proteſtants, 
together with all the various Seas and Par- 
ties, of every Deſcription or Denomination, 
that diſſent from them, and yet retain the 
Doctrine of a Trinity of Perſons in the God- 
head, and ſeparate the Humanity of the Lord 
from his Divinity. All theſe have no other. 
Idea of a Trinity of Perſons, than that of 
Three diſtin Gods, as may appear evident 
to any one who attentively examines the 
Matter, They indeed /ay, that the Three 
= - ts f OED Perſons 
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Perſons are but One Gad ; but the Lip-Con- 
feſſion of One God does not, neither can it 
extirpate the Idea rooted in the Mind of 


Three. For who thinks otherwiſe, or can 


think otherwiſe, that from -the cuſtomary 
Form of Faith prays, * That God the Father, 
« for the Sake 15 the Son, would ſend the Holy 
« Spirit?” Is not this praying to God the 
Father as to one God, and for the Sake of the 
Son as another God, and concerning the Holy 
Spirit as a third God? Whence it evidently 
appears, that notwithſtanding any one may 
imagine, and even aſſert, that Three Divine 
Perſons conſtitute but One God, yet he 
actually forms to himſelf, in his Idea, the 
Picture of Three diſtinct Gods, whenſoeyer 
he ſo prays. 5 

The ſame Form of Prayer alſo divides the 
Lord as it were into two Perſons, by ſepa- 
rating his Humanity from his Divinity; for 


when Man prays in ſuch a Manner, he then 
only thinks of the Humanity of the Lord, 


and not at the ſame Time of his Divinity. 
This is plain from the Signification of the 
Words, for the Sake A the Son, which 
mean for the Sake of his Humanity, that ſuf- 


fered the Death of the Croſs. | :

Three Perſons: They can indeed ſay, that 
they are One God, but they cannot think ſo, 
In like Manner, they who think of the Di- 
vinity of the Lord from Eternity as of a ſe- 
cond Perſon of the Divinity, and of his 
Humanity in Time as of the Humanity of 
another Man, cannot but ſuppoſe that the 
Lord conſiſts of Two Perfons, notwithſtand- 
ing it is aſſerted in the Athanaſian Creed, 
that his Divinity and Humanity are One 
Perſon, united like Soul and Body, For if, 
as they ſay, Jeſus Chriſt was as to his Divi- 
nity a ſeparate Perfon before all Worlds ; 
and if the Humanity, which he aſſumed in 
Time, was alſo a new Perſon, born of the 
Virgin Mary ; and again, if his Divinity and 
Humanity are ſtill ſeparate, as they erro- 
neouſly aſſert; then it is plain, that they 
form to themſelves an Idea of the Lord as of 


two Perſons, which, by a certain Kind of con-

Chriſt is that One God, and that his DIVINE 
HUMANITY is the ſole Object of all 


Adoration. 
From what has been ſaid, it is plain, that 


the Faith of the preſent or Old Church aſ- 


ſumes two Faces, the one internal, and the 
other external. The internal Face is formed 
from the mental Perception of Three Gods, 
and the external from the oral Confeſſton of 
One God; thus they are at Variance with 
each other, ſo that the External is not ac- 
knowledged by the Internal, nor is the In- 
ternal acknowledged by the External. Hence 
ariſes a confaſed Idea in the Minds of Men 
concerning Matters of Salvation, for which 
no Remedy can be found, while it is a pre- 
vailing Maxim, that the Underſtanding muſt 
not dare to examine it's Faith, but muſt ſub- 
mit in blind Obedience to it's irrational Dic- 
tates. But the Caſe is widely different, when 
the One God Jeſus Chriſt, in whom is a 
Divine Trinity, is directly approached and 
worſhipped : Then the Perception of the 
Mind and the Confeſſion of the Mouth mu- 
tually regard each other as one: Then alſo 
the received Dogma, that the Father was 
alienated from Mankind, and that his Wrath 
was appeaſed by the Satisfaction which the 
Son made by atoning Blood, is found to be a 
mere Spectre of the Night, which vaniſheth 
at the Light of the Morning. r 
1 5 Every 
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Every Perſon of enlightened Reaſon may 


know that God is One, and that there can 
be no other but Him. He may alſo know 


that God is effential Love and eſſential Wiſ- 
dom, or that he is Good itſelf and Truth 


itſelf; and that the ſelf- ſame God as to Di- 
vine Truth, which is the Word, came down 
from Heaven, and aſſumed a HUMANITY 
in Order to remove the Hells, and conſe- 

uently to remove Damnation from Man 
that he effected this by Combats and Victo- 
ries over the Devil, that is, over all the Hells, 


which at that Time infeſted and ſpiritually 


deſtroyed every Man coming into the World ; 


and that afterwards he fully GLORIFIED 


his HUMANITY, by uniting in It Divine 
Truth with Divine Good, and thus returning 
to the Father from whom he came forth. 
When theſe things are rationally perceived, 
then will that Saying in John be underſtood, 
« The Nord was with God, and Gad was the 
« Word; and the Mord became Fleſh,” Chap, 


i, I, 14. And likewiſe this, „I came forth 
c from the Father, and am come into the World ; 


« again 1 leave the World, and go to the Fa- 
cc ther,” Chap. xvi. 28. Hence alfo it is 
evident, that with ut the Lord's Coming into 
the World, no Fleſh could be faved, and that 


they are ſaved who believe in Him, and live 


a good Life. This is the Frontiſpiece of the

As the One, every Church ought to be 


according to it's Underſtanding of the Word, 
it is conſidered as highly neceſſary that the 


principal Doctrines of the New Church 


thould be plainly avowed in it's Form of 
Prayer. For this Reaſon a few Alterations 
have been made in the preſent Edition, in. 
Order to make the whole not only more. 
ſtrictly conſiſtent with the genuine Senſe of 
the holy Word, but alſo more fully charac- 
teriſtic of this new Diſpenſation of Divine 
Truth. The Lord's Prayer and Ten Com- 
mandments are ſtrictly rendered according to 
the original Greek and Hebrew, whereby the 
Correſpondences in each particular Word 
may be more clearly diſcerned, and the Con- 
junction between their fpiritual and natural 
Senſes more fully effected. In the firſt and 
ſecond Editions, at the End of each Com- 
mandment, a Reſponſe was directed to be 
made by the Congregation : But on conſider- 
ing that ſuch a Practice is an Interruption to 
the Solemnity of that Part of the Service, it 
has been deemed proper, by a General Con- 
terence of the New Church, to diſcontinue

in future the Reſponſes at the End of each 
Commandment, and only to make Uſe of 
one after the Tenth. 

It may be neceſſary here to obſerve, that 
the New Church, conſidering thoſe Books 
only to be genuine Books of the Word, 
which contain the internal Senſe, and thereby 
treat of the Lord alone, and of the moſt holy 

Things of Heaven and the Church, has ac- 
cordingly introduced them into her Service as 
ſtated Leſſons for the Day, in the Order 
marked in the Calendar. Theſe canonical 
Books, or Books of Divine Authority, are 
the following, viz. in the Old Teſtament, 
the five Books of Moſes, called Geneſis, | 
Exodus, Leviticus, Numbers, and Deute- 
ronomy; the Book of Joſhua, the Book of 
Judges, the two Books of Samuel, the two 
Books of Kings, the Pſalms of David, the 
Prophets Iſaiah, Jeremiah, - Lamentations, 
Ezekiel, Daniel, Hoſea, Joel, Amos, Oba- 
diah, Jonah, Micah, Nahum, Habakkuk, 
Zephaniah, Haggai, Zechariah, Malachi : 
And in the New Teſtament, the four Evan- 
geliſts, Matthew, Mark, Luke, John, and the 
Revelation. The other Books, which have 
not the Divine internal Senſe, as well as thoſe 
which have an internal Senſe, but not in 
Series, are nevertheleſs uſeful in their Place, 
ſo far as they inculcate the great Doctrine of 


the Lord,-and the Doctrine of Charity.

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In the Forms for the Adminiſtration of 
Baptiſm; it was alſo unanimoully agreed, 
that, in Order to open the Gates of the New 
Jeruſalem as wide as poſſible, the only Con- 
dition of Admiſſion by Baptiſm be an Ac- 
knowledgment of the two Eſſentials of the 


New Church, which are therefore inſerted 


in the two Forms of Baptiſm, inſtead of the 
Creed, which was adopted in the firſt and 
ſecond Editions. 

Let it alſo be obſerved, that Baptiſm by 
Sprinkling, and not Immerſion, is adopted 
by the New Church, as being moſt conve- 
nient, although the latter Mode is not at all 
condemned. It is ſufficient to pour or ſprinkle 
Water on the Forehead, as the Forehead 
correſponds to the Interiors of Man; and the 
Sprinkling of Water thereon, is ſignificative 
of internal Regeneration. 

The New Church conſiders it unneceſſary 
to have Godfathers and Godmothers in Bap- 
tilm, as it is by no Means an eſſential Part 
of that Inſtitution, but may in ſome Caſes 
operate as a Check upon the Baptizing of 
Infants, Moreover we are taught in the 
holy Scriptures to call no Man Father in the 
ſpiritual Senſe of that Word; “ for one is 
our Father which is in Heaven,” Matt. xxiii. 
9. The Lord alone is the Father of all who 
are regenerated, or born again; and the 
Church, or Doctrine drawn from the Wo . 
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is their Mother. Therefore in this Senſe no 
other ought to be acknowledged as our God.

conſequently before they are capable of re- 
ceiving any Thing relating to Faith. Vet 


this Sign 1s perceived in the Chriſtian Hea- 
ven, and thereupon Guardian-Angels are ap- 
pointed over them by the Lord to take Care 
of them ; wherefore as ſoon as Infants are 
baptized, they are placed under the Care of 
Guardian-Angels, by whom they are kept in 
a State of receiving Faith in the Lord; and 
as they grow up, and become capable of 


thinking and acting for themſelves, they 


draw into Aſſociation with them ſuch Spirits 
as make one with their Life and Faith. Hence 
it is evident, that Baptiſm is an Inſertion 
amongſt Chriſtians, even in the Spiritual 
World; and that the Perſon baptized after- 
wards become aſſociated with the Spirits of 


this or that Society, according to the Quality 


of his Life and Faith. 

The ſecond Uſe of Baptiſm is, that the 
Perſon baptized may know and acknowledge 
the Lord and Saviour Jeſus Chriſt, and fol- 
low him. This Acknowledgment conſiſts in 
a firm Belief that He is the Only God of 
Heaven and Earth, the Creator, Redeemer, 
and Regenerator; that in Him there is a Di- 
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vine Trinity, conſiſting of Father, Son, and 
Holy Spirit, like Soul, Body, and Operation 
in Man; and alſo in a Life of Obedience to 


his Commandments. 3 
The third and final Uſe of Baptiſm is, that

that is, he is admitted into Aſſociation either 
with the Angels of the Lord's ſpiritual King- 
dom, or with thoſe of his celeſtial Kingdom;

What is the Uſe of Baptiſm? 
P There are three Uſes in Baptiſm. The 


firſt is Introduction into the Chriſtian Church, 


and at the ſame Time Inſertion among 


Chriſtians in the Spiritual World. The ſe- 


cond Uſe is, that the Perſon baptized may 


know and acknowledge the Lord and Saviour 
Jeſus Chriſt, and follow him. The third 
and laſt Uſe of Baptiſm is, that Man may be 


regenerated. 


. Does Baptiſm itſelf confer either Faith 


or Salvation ? 

A. No: It is only a Sign that the Perſon 
| baptized may receive Faith, and that he may 
be ſaved, if he is regenerate. 


„What is the Uſe of the Holy Supper? 


. Bread and Wine in the Holy Supper 
repreſent the Divine Good and Divine Truth 


of the Lord's Divine Humanity; which be- 


ins received in Charity and Faith, are pro- 
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ductive of actual Conjunction with him, and 
more immediate Communion with the An- 
gels of Heaven. Thus Eating and Drinking 
are Acts of a ſpiritüal Nature; and thus the 
Holy Supper becomes a Signing, Sealing, 
Certifying, and Witneſſing, even before the 
Angels, that the worthy Receiver is a Child 
of God; and moreover as a Key to his Houſe 
in Heaven, where he ſhall dwell to all 


Eternity. 
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
